Mr. Braden, whose portrait we pre- 
sent in this issue, has been signally 
honored by his appointment as phys- 
ical instructor of the Italian armies. 
Tins is most signincant, as indicat- 
ing that military authorities all over 
the world are recognizing the import- 
ance and necessity of giving their 
men opportunities for relaxation from 
die terrible strain to which they are 
subjected under modern warfare con- 
ditions. It is a high tribute to the 
work already accomplishel among 
British, Canadian and American sol- 
diers under Y. M. C. A. direction, and 
especially to the Y. M. C. A. of the 
United States, who have organized 
this work into a remarkably high 
state of efficiency. More particular- 
ly, it is recognition of the work done 
by Mr. Braden at the Central Y. M. 
C. A. of Philadelphia, where he was 
physical director for a number of 
years, and more recently at the Nia- 
gara Training Camp, and at Camp 
.Meade. In former years Mr. Braden 
was physical instructor to ex-Presi- 
ilent Taft, and filled important posi- 
tions on the Pacific coast, and else- 
where. 

Mr. Braden represents the highest 
type of men in his field, combining 
the best characteristics of the Chris- 
tion gentleman witli the manly traits 
and fine physical qualifications need- 
ed for the important duties of his 
position. 

In a brief talk to the children of 
the Presbyterian Sunday school last 
Sunday morning, Mr. Braden outlined 
the nature of the work among the sol- 
diers, that has done no much for their 
physical and moral well-being. He is 
responsible for the present system. 
as exemplified at Camp Meade, where 
he has upwards of 32,000 soldiers un- 
i der his direction. Recently, at that 
Camp, he was watching, with Briga- 
dier General Nicholson, 7000 men, si- 
multaneously engaged in thirty-two 
different games. General Nicholson 
paid a high tribute to .the value of 
this work commenting that in that 
Camp, there had been only nine case 
of illness due to "moral lapses." 
while in some of the foreign camps, 
the number of cases amounted to fif- 
teen per cent, of the men. The value

NEW DRAFT RULES 



SCHOOL NOTES 



Expect to Enroll Four of Every Five 
Called 



Copies of the new army draft regu- 
lations have come off' the press for a 
final reading preparatory to mailing 
to the local exemption boards 
throughout the country. They will 
! be in the hands of all boards next 
week. 

Under the new plan the burden of 
supplying information which will re- 
sult in his being placed in his proper 
classification under the Selective Ser- 
vice law rests squarely- upon the 
registrant. All instructions now in 
the hands of the boards will be an- 
nulled upon the receipt of the new 
regulations, which are greatly reduced 
in extent and simplified in process. 

The questionaire process will elim- 
inate from consideration for military 
service probably ninety-five per cent, 
of the men who would have been dis- 
charged or exempted under the old 
plan. Under the first call the average 
board was compelled to examine five- 
men to obtain one for service. In 
some cases not more than one out of 
ten or twelve was sent to the camps. 

It is expected that under the new 
scheme the average figures will be re- 
versed and at most not more than 
one man in live called up will faii 
to pass his physical examination and 
be rejected. 

The American Bar Association and 
the American Medical Association are 
now at work organizing the lawyers 
and doctors to aid registrants in their 
vicinity in filling out their question- 
aires. With the aid of these associa- 
tions it is hoped a high percentage of 
the questionaires will come back in 
such form that the boards will have 
little more than a rubber stamp pro- 
ceeding left to select the men to fill 
any call.
